When originally contacted from New Orleans early in January, 
LAVENDER lived ab=fch^-White House Apartiaants, 523 Denning Way 
'rn Apartment #9^SeaUtlev Washington. He has no listed 
telephone. The lahdlady of the apartment also has an unlisted 
telephone. It was determined, however, that her name is MRS. 
JOHNSON and that her phone number is EA. 9-2130. 

Another tenant in the apartment is WOLFGANG JOST whose telephone 
number is EA. 3-6718. 

LAVENDER Stated that mail could be cover addressed to him in care 
of DAN R. BROWN, 715 Second Avenue, N. , Apartment 2, Seattle, 
Washington. LAVENDER insisted that all contact to him be 
executed only through his attorney in San Francisco (See addenda) 
After two days of negotiation with the attorney in San Francisco 
funds were advanced in the form of an aircraft ticket for 
LAVENDER to fly from Seattle to San Francisco and a meeting was 
set up at the Jack Tar Hotel on the night of January 18, 1968. 

The interview was conducted in the presence of LAVENDER'S 
attorney. Neither LAVE^^DER nor his attorney would permit the 
conversation to be recorded. At the beginning of the interview 
the attorney required specific reassurance that this office was 
interested in learning nothing from LAVENDER other than his 
knowledge' of the individuals about whom he had written the 
office. There seemed to be some apprehension on the part of both 
LAVENDER and his attorney that we might wish to inquire into 
matters which they implied ware under investigation by Federal 
authorities at that time, In connection with this, it's 
noteworthy that arrests ware made shortly after the meetin g with 
T -jp Seattle a^a of a r>f p^fg pns described bv 

T?^ T as Minutemen who had been conspl yina hr > mb ^ number of 
banks in Seattle. 


LAVENDER v/ho is approximately 27 or 28 years of age, stands about 
6' 2 or 3" and weighs approximately 190 pounds, bears a remarkable 
facial resemblance to photographs of BECKHAM which appeared in 
the New Orleans newspapers after the latter's appearance before 
the Grand Jury here, stated that he first met BECKHAM in February 
of 1967 in a bar jp^mahay Nebraska ; however, subsequent 
"disclosure of car^ whicii LAVENDER showed me dispute this 
s taJiefl*eTft'. LAVENDER stated that BECKHAM showed him a Louisiana 
:ate Police badge v/hich ha carried, cards which indicated that 
he had been a minister in the Catholic church and in the 
Universal Life Church. The card from Universal Life Church Q 
shov/ed that it's address was 1765 Poland Drive, Modesto, Calif. , 
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and it issued by the Rev. KlRsy OT, Both BECKH^Ji,

On 19 April 68, I visited the Tacoma Police Dept, and Informed 
Chief Charles- Zittel of the situation.

With the exception of traffic offenses, the check turned 
up little information. I noted, however, that Crlsman had file 
cards under the names Fred L. Crlstaan, F. Lee Crl sman, and Fred 
Lee Crlssman. The identification officer, Lt* Bob Ilajor expressed 
an Interest In the case and renenbered the department had Inves- 
tigated Crlsnan earlier for a bunco scheme. He speculated that 
4;rlsman wanted to get the Gypiy program started, be appointed 
administrator, then* steal the funds some way.
